South Australian Economic Indicators is a monthly publication which 
contains the latest available data at the time of preparation for a range of 
statistical series that have been identified as indicators of economic 
activity in this State. In a number of cases the figures presented are 
preliminary and subject to revision in subsequent issues. 


Written and graphic commentary have been included for many of the 
selected series and analysis has been augmented with the calculation of 
the percentage change from the previous reference period together with 
the presentation of comparative Australian data. 


Time series information has been included to provide a historical 
perspective on many of the selected indicators. Future issues may be 
expanded to include further historical data in response to expressed user 
needs. This product is under continuous review and any suggestions for 
enhancement will be welcomed. 


More detailed information on each series, including explanatory and 
technical notes, can be obtained from other Australian Bureau of Statistics 
publications or alternative data sources. To assist those seeking further 
information a source publication for each of the series has been 
documented in the statistical summary. 


This issue includes a special article entitled Upcoming Changes to the 
Labour Force Survey. Future issues will contain further articles on 
statistical topics which concentrate on longer term trends or other issues 
pertinent to the South Australian economy.

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REVIEW 


Overview 


The experimental GSP trend estimate in 1989-90 prices, grew by 1.7% 
in the September quarter. This was the largest quarterly increase for any 
State and well above the growth rate of final demand. 


The trend estimate of employed persons in South Australia has re- 
mained stable over the past three months, following a general increase 
between January 1995 and August 1995, 


The trend unemployment rate for South Australia has declined over the 
past twelve months from 10.1% in December 1994 to 9.2% in December 
1995. 


For the December quarter 1995 the Consumer Price Index (all groups) 
increased 0.8% for Adelaide. 


The trend estimate of retail turnover in South Australia increased by 
0.2% in November 1995, continuing the easing of the growth rate since 
April. 


The trend estimate for the number of dwelling units approved in South 
Australia during November 1995 was 548, a slight decrease on October 
and 41.1% lower than November 1994. 


The total value of building work commenced in South Australia during 
the September quarter 1995 fell 33.0% to $267.1 million, the lowest 
since the March quarter 1987. 


The South Australian trend estimate for new motor vehicle registrations 
in November 1995 decreased 0.7%. This is a continuation of trend de- 
cline which commenced in April. 


A total $309.4 million of merchandise was exported from South Austra- 
lia in Novernber 1995. This was 2.8% higher than October and 9.3% 
lower than the corresponding period in 1994. The value of merchan- 
dise imports into South Australia during November was $242.6 million, 
a decrease of 5.8% on October and an increase of 1.1% on November 


1994. 


During September 1995 less than 100 working days were lost through 
industrial disputes in South Australia, a monthly level last attained in 
August 1994. 


The trend estimate for the total value of housing finance commitments 
(excluding alterations and additions) for November 1995 continued its 
upward climb, increasing by 1.5% to $264.2 million from the October 
estimate and was 7.9% higher than November 1994. 


In the September quarter 1995 engineering construction work done in 
South Australia fell by 29.9% (11.1% nationally) to $141.8 million, the 
lowest for 3 years.

NOTE: Deficiencies in the data sources used to estimate gross operating 
surplus for recent quarters may at times lead to the current price estimates 
of Gross State Product(]} being under or over stated for particular States. 
Consequently, the measured growth rate for constant price GSP(D for 
those States will also be affected. 


The constant price series for Gross State Product (GSP) have been labelled 
as ‘experimental’. Users are cautioned that these estimates are derived in- 
directly by calculating a deflator from the expenditure components. It is 
emphasised that, at times, movements that can not be fully explained may 
be introduced into the constant price GSP(I) series through the use of this 
proxy deflator. 


The Gross State Product (GSP) trend estimate in current prices for the Sep- 
tember quarter 1995 rose 1.6% from the previous quarter to be 4.3% above 
the estimate for the September quarter 1994, 


Wages, salaries and supplements increased by 1.8% in the September quar- 
ter and had risen by 3.5% over the twelve month period, well below the na- 
tional increase of 7.4% 


Growth in gross operating surplus remained steady, growing 0.7% in the 
September quarter 1995 to be 4.0% higher than for the same period last 
year. 


Indirect taxes less subsidies grew strongly in the September quarter with a 
nse of 3.7% following similarly strong growth of 3.9% in the June quarter 
1995. 


The trend estimate for South Australian State Final Demand (SFD) in con- 
stant 1989-90 prices decreased by 0.7% in the September quarter to a level 
0.8% above that of the September quarter 1994. 
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Private final consumption expenditure increased by 1.2% in the September 
quarter. Private gross fixed capital expenditure on equipment was again 
the main contributor to the decline of 9.5% in private gross fixed capital 
expenditure. Private expenditure on dwellings also fell significantly. 


Public final demand fell by 0.9%, due to falls in government consumption 
expenditure and public gross fred capital expenditure. 
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The experimental GSP trend estimate in 1989-90 prices, grew by 1.7% in 
the September quarter. This was the largest quarterly increase for any State 
and well above the growth rate of final demand. 


Experimental estimates of real Gross State Income (real GSI) #e. GSP(T) 
rose by 1.4% in the September quarter 1995, The larger increase in con- 
stant price GSP than in real GSI is due to the decline in South Australia's 
terms of trade, which fell by 0.7%. 


International Accounts 


Exports Atotal $309.4 million of merchandise was exported from South Australia 
in November 1995. This was 2.8% higher than October and 9.3% lower 
than the corresponding period in 1994. 


MERCHANDISE EXPORTS AND IMPORTS 
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imports The value of merchandise imports into South Australia during November 
was $242.6 million, a decrease of 5.8% on October and an increase of 1.1% 
on November 1994. 


Consumption and Investment 


Retail Turnover The trend estimate of retail] carnover im South Australia increased by 0.2% 
in November 1995, continuing the easing of the growth rate since April. 
Over the past three months the trend estimate has grown by $8.4 million 
of which $12.7 million was attributable to the food retailing group, §2.3 
million to the recreational good retailing group and. $1.9 million to cloth- 
ing and soft good retailing. Strong growth in these groups has been partly 
negated by the decline in all other industry groups with the largest de- 
crease of $3.9 million in the hospitality and services group. 


The seasonally adjusted estimate of retail trade in November 1995 in- 
creased 1.5%. In original terms, South Australian retail turnover was 
$814.7 million for November 1995, an increase of 12.6% on November 
1994,

Trend Estimates 
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New Motor Vehicle Registrations The South Australian trend estimate for new motor vehicle registrations in 
November 1995 decreased 0.7%. This is a continuation of trend decline 
which commenced in April. The seasonally adjusted estimate for Novern- 
ber 1995 decreased by 0.2% from October 1995 and increased by 0.8% 
from November 1994, 


In original terms there were 3,751 new motor vehicles registered in No- 
vember 1995, an increase of 2.9% from October 1995 and 0.5% above No- 
vember 1994. The leading makes of new passenger vehicles registered in 
November 1995 were Holden (835), Ford (669), Mitsubishi (597), Toyota 
(406) and Hyundai (180).

Dwelling Approvals 
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When the September quarter 1995 is compared with the September quar- 
ter 1994, the number of holiday flats, units and houses available for short- 
term letting decreased by 2.8%. Unit nights occupied decreased by 7.6% 
while the unit occupancy rate fell from 34.0% to 32.4%. Accommodation 
takings fell by 6.0% from $2.4m to $2.3m while average takings per unit 
night occupied rose from $58.2 to $59.3. 


The trend estimate for private new capital expenditure in South Austraha 
for the June quarter 1995 was 6.7% lower than in the previous quarter. 
The fall for South Australia went against the national trend, with all other 
States recording increases and the national estimate rising by 4.2%. The 
South Australian estimate for the quarter now represents only 5.3% of the 
national estimate, 


Private new capital expenditure in original terms for the June quarter 1995 
was $504 million, an increase of 10.4% over the March quarter. Buildings 
and structures accounted for $77 million of this expenditure, and equip- 
ment, plant and machinery for $427 million. 


The trend estimate for the number of dwelling units approved in South 
Australia during November 1995 was 548, a 2.8% decrease on October and 
41.1% lower than November 1994. The number of dwelling units ap- 
proved in original (unadjusted) terms for South Australia in November 
1995 was 527, a 1.5% increase on the previous month. 


Nationally the trend estimate for the total number of dwelling units ap- 
proved in November 1995 (10,176) was 1.7% lower than the estimate 
movement for October, registering a 33.3% decrease from the November 
1994 estimate. In original terms, South Australia represented 4.8% of the 
tota! dwelling units approved in Australia during November 1995. 


The total original number of dwelling units approved in Australia was 
11,062, a decrease of 30.5% from 15,909 in November 1994. 


Dwelling Commencements 


Value of Non-residential 
Building Approvals 
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The steep fall in the number of new dwelling units commenced in South 
Australia over the 9 months to June 1995 was almost halted during the 
September quarter 1995. Data from the Building Activity Survey show that 
the estimated number of new dwelling units commenced during the Sep- 
tember quarter 1995 was 1.735. Although this is down 1.0% from the pre- 
vious quarter and the lowest since the March quarter 1981, it compares 
with a corresponding decline for the September quarter 1995 of 7.8% na- 
tionally. The latest figure for South Australia was 43.7% below the total for 
the September quarter 1994 while the national decrease over the twelve 
month period was 32.5%. 
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Non-residential building approvals for South Australia for November 1995 
were valued at $33.1 million. This was less than half the October 1995 to- 
tal of $69.2 million and $2.9 million higher than the November 1994 total. 


In November 1995 South Australia contributed 3.7% to the total value of 
Australian non-residential building approvals of $889.7 million.

Value of Engineering 
Construction 


Prices 


The total value of building work commenced in South Australia during the 
September quarter 1995 fell 33.0% to $267.1 million, the lowest since the 
March quarter 1987. The fali was largely confined to the non-residential 
sector, for which commencements returned to the more typical level of re- 
cent quarters. Compared with the September quarter 1994, the latest fig- 
ure for South Australia represented a 28.1% decrease in building com- 
mencements while the corresponding national movement was an 11.3% 
decrease. The State's share of the national total of building commence- 
ments fell to 4.2% for the September quarter. 


The total value of building work done during the September quarter 1995 
fell 13.4% to $293.4 million and compared with an increase of 0.9% na- 
tionally. Compared with the September quarter 1994, the latest figure for 
South Australia represented a 23.1% decrease in the value of total building 
work done while the corresponding national movement was a 1.2% 
decrease. 


VALUE OF BUILDING ACTIVITY 
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At the end of September 1995, building work yet to be done in South Aus- 
tralia was valued at $330.6 million, down 4,7% from the previous quarter 
compared with a decrease of 5.2% nationally. Work yet to be done in 
South Australia comprised only 3.6% of the national figure at the end of 
September 1995 and was 1.13 times the work done for the September 
quarter 1995 compared with 1.27 times nationally. 


In the September quarter 1995 engineering construction work done in 
South Australia fell by 29.9% (11.1% nationally) to $141.8 million, the low- 
est for 3 years. The fall resuited in the State's share of the national total fal- 
ling to 4.3%. The value of work commenced during the quarter also fell by 
29.0% to $135.3 million or only 2.7% of the national total. 


Consumer Price index 


For the December quarter 1995 the Consumer Price Index (all groups) in- 
crease of 0.6% for Adelaide was the same as the average for the eight capital 
cities. The annual increase for Adelaide was 4.4% while, nationally con- 
sumer prices increased 5.1%. 


House Building Materials 


Non-house Building Materials 


CONSUMER PRICE INDEX 
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Adelaide recorded a 0.3% fall in the Price Index of Materials Used in House 
Building for the month of Novernber 1995. Price decreases for ready mixed 
concrete and plastic pipes were the main contributors to the fall in the in- 
dex. The weighted average of the six State capital cities fell by 0.4%. 


In the twelve months to November 1995 the Adelaide index decreased by 
0.6% compared with a rise of 0.4% in the weighted average of the six State 
capital cities 
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There was a fall of 0.2% in the Price Index of Materials Used in Building 
Other than House Building during November 1995 for Adelaide. Price de- 
creases in non-ferrous pipes and fittings and ready - mixed concrete were 
the major contributors to the fall. The weighted average of six State capital 
cities remained steady. 


Over the past twelve months the index has increased by 1.8% in Adelaide 
(the lowest of the six State capital cities). The weighted average of the 
State capitals increased by 2.5%. 


House Prices 
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Between June and September quarters 1995 the Price Index of Established 
Houses and Project Homes in Adelaide decreased by 1.1% and 1.2% re- 
spectively. Over the same period, prices for established houses and pro- 
ject homes in Australia rose by 0.2% and 0.8% respectively. 


In Adelaide over the twelve months to September quarter 1995, there was 
a price decrease of 2.9% for established houses and a decrease also for pro- 
ject homes, of 1.0%. Nationally, for the twelve month period, established 
house prices recorded no change, while project homes rose by 2.0%. 


Labour Force and Demography 


Population 


Empioyment 


At 30 June 1995 the estimated resident population of South Australia was 
1,473,966, an increase of 964 (0.07%) during the quarter. The increase for 
the year ended 30 June 1995 was 4,595 persons (0.31%) while the na- 
tional increase was 215,588 persons (1.21%). The continuing low growth 
rate for South Australia is attributable to large net outflow in interstate mi- 
gration of 1,846 persons which is offset by a net inflow of overseas migra- 
tion of 770 persons and natural increase of 2,040. Both net overseas mi- 
gration and natural increase were substantially lower than for the March 
quarter. 


The trend estimate of employed persons in South Australia has remained 
stable over the past three months, following a general increase between 
January 1995 and August 1995, The December 1995 estimate (656,700) is 
1.8% higher than the level of twelve months ago. 


The trend estimate of employed persons in Australia (8,311,100 in Decem- 
ber 1995) has been increasing since February 1993. In the twelve months 
to December 1995, full-time and part-time employment have increased by 
2.9% and 3.6 % cent respectively. 
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Unemployment The trend unemployment rate for South Australia has declined over the 


past twelve months from 10.1% in December 1994 to 9.2% in December 
1995. For this same period, the trend unemployment rate for males has 
decreased from 10.8% to 10.0%, while the rate for females has decreased 
from 9.1% to 8.0%. 
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The provisional trend estimate of the unemployment rate in Australia has 
decreased from 9.0% in December 1994 to 8.4% in December 1995. 


Overtime The proportion of employees who worked overtime in South Australia in 
November 1995 was 14.3% compared with 17.5% in November 1994, 


industria! Disputes During September 1995 less than 100 working days were lost through in- 


dustrial disputes in South Australia, a monthly level last attained in August 
1994. 


During the twelve months ended September a total of 22,300 days were 
lost representing 3.7% of the Australian total of 596,600 days. 


Short-term Overseas Visitor 
Arrivals 
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During October 1995 an estimated 6,645 short-term overseas visitor ar- 
rived in South Australia, a rise of 30.5% on September, and 2.8% on Gcto- 
ber 1994. South Australia's share of the Australian total for October 1995 
was 2.1%.

tober 1995 was 9,770 a decrease of 4.7% on September 1995 and an in- 
crease 8.9% on October 1994, South Australia's share of the Australian to- 
tal for October 1995 was 10.4% . 


Average Weekly Earnings 


The trend estimate of average weekly ordinary time earnings of fulltime 
adult employees in South Australia rose from $614.60 in May 1995 to 
$616.50 in August 1995. Male full-time ordinary time earnings increased 
from $640.20 in May 1995 to $641.60 in August 1995, while the compara- 
ble level for females increased from $561.80 to $562.10. 


Between May 1995 and August 1995, the trend estimate of average weekly 
total earnings of all employees in South Australia decreased. from $516.00 
to $515.30. 


Since it is an average of earnings across all employees, changes in average 
weekly earnings may occur through changes in employment as weil as 
changes in pay levels. 
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Award Rates of Pay Over the 12 months to November 1995, the weekly award rates of pay in- 
dex for full-time employees in South Australia increased by 1.6%. 


For full-time adult male employees, the largest annual movement of the in- 
dex occurred in the electricity, gas and water industry, with an increase of 
4.9%. For full-time adult female employees, the largest annual movement 
of the index occurred in transport and storage, with an increase of 2.3%. 


Financial Markets 


Housing Finance The trend estimate for the total value of housing finance commitments 
(excluding alterations and additions) for November 1995 continued its up- 
ward climb, increasing by 1.5% to $264.2 million from the October esti- 
mate and was 7.9% higher than November 1994. 


Total housing finance commitments (original figures including alterations 
and additions) increased by 9.3% to $294.3 million compared with the pre- 
vious month and were 7.7% higher than in November 1994. The refinanc- 
ing component reached $59.1 million while alterations and additions 
reached $23.2 million, 20.1% and 7.9% respectively of total new lending 
commitments.

Monthly Total 
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Finance commitments for construction of dwellings continued the pattern 
of the previous eleven months of being significantly below the equivalent 
month of the previous two years despite the increase in November of 
11.8% above the October figure. Finance commitments for the purchase of 
established dwellings, the largest category, were up by 6.3% to $166.3 mil- 
lion compared with the previous month but down by 1.5%.compared with 
November 1994, Commitments for the purchase of newly erected dwell- 
ings increased by 5.6% to $13.8 million. 


Personal Finance The growth in personal finance commitments continued with the increase 
of 8.7% to $203.9 million during November which is 6.7% above the previ- 


ous November. 


Commercial Finance 


Lease Finance 
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The main increase occurred in secured personal finance commitments un- 
der revolving credit facilities which rose by 72.2% to $38.2 million during 
the month, 78.0% above November 1994. This brought total revolving 
credit facilities to $81.8 million, 23.0% above the previous month and 
64.4% above November 1964. 


Total personal finance commitments under fixed loan commitments in- 
creased marginally during the month to $122.1 million but were 13.6% 
down on the previous year. Sales of used motor vehicles and station wag- 
ons, the largest category under fixed joan commitments, decreased by 1.9% 
to $38.4 million during the month, 8.2% below November 1994. Sales of 
new motor vehicles and station wagons also decreased during the month, 
falling by 7.2% to $12.2 million, 32.8% lower than November 1994. 


Commercial finance commitments totaled $526.0 million in November, an 
increase of 17.0% on October 1995 and 6.6% on November 1994, 


Commercial finance commitments under fixed loan facilities increased by 
20.6% to $303.7 million during November 3.6% below November 1994. 
Agriculture, forestry, fishing and hunting increased by 46.5% to 
$49. 1million during the month, up 45.4% on November 1994. The other 
major increases were for Retail trade and Other industries. 


Commitments under revolving credit facilities increased by 12.3% to 
$222.3 million in November 1995 compared with October,up by 24.8% 
from November 1994. Agriculture, forestry,fishing and hunting increased 
significantly by $39.8 million following a significant increase also in the 
previous month. Big falls were recorded for manufacturing, wholesale 
trade and finance, investment and insurance after their high figures im 


COMMERCIAL FINANCE COMMITMENTS 
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The value of goods under new finance lease commitments increased dur- 
ing November by 11.7% to $21.0 million compared with the previous 
month and was 6.5% above November1994. 


The main increases were for heavy trucks, other transport equipment, elec- 
tronic data processing equipment and office machines. Used motor vehi- 
cles not subject to depreciation increased by 6.4% and used motor vehicles 
subject to depreciation increased by 39.4%. 


New motor vehicles and station wagons not subject to depreciation, de- 
creased by 1.8% to $4.8 million, while those subject to depreciation de- 
creased by 44.8% to $1.2 million during November. Construction and 
earth moving equipment fell by $1.4 million after the high figure recorded 
for October. 


Forward Outlook 
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Composite Leading Indicator 


Australian Business Expectations 


The Composite Leading Indicator (CLI) is a single time series produced. by 
aggregating eight individual economic indicators, and has been developed 
by the ABS as an experimental series to supplement existing forms of eco- 
nomic analysis and modelling. 


The CLI summarises the early signals contained in a selection of economic 
indicators and is designed to help in the detection of turning points be- 
Tween successive expansions and contractions of economic activity but 
does not attempt to forecast the level of economic activity. 


The main features of the Australian September quarter 1995 data were: 


E a fall of 0.36%, the fourth consecutive fall since the September quarter 
1994 peak.. However the rate of fall eased from 0.65% in the June 
quarter. 


® the tuming point in the CLI is coincident with the last turning point in 
the reference series; deviations in the trend growth rate of GDP(A) 
from its historical long-term trend.. 


The quarterly data are released in more detail in the Australian Economic 
indicators (1350.0). The CLI was the topic of the Focus article in the Sep- 
tember 1993 edition of South Australian Economic Indicators (1307.4). 


Surveys of business expectations have been a feature of the economic in- 
telligence available to decision makers for a number of years. The main 
output from these surveys has been a qualitative indicator which provides 
the net proportion of businesses predicting a rise or fall in future business 
conditions. Further details about these surveys which are conducted quar- 
terly by the ABS are available in Australian Business Expectations 
(1250.0), the September 1994 edition of Australian Economic Indicators 
(1350.0) and the May 1994 edition of South Australian Economic Indica- 
tors (1307.4).

Upcoming Changes to the Labour Force Survey 


Introduction 


The Labour Force Survey (LFS) has been conducted 
quarterly from 1960 to 1977, and monthly from 
1978 onwards. A major redesign of the LFS was last 
undertaken prior to introduction of monthly 
SUIVEYS. 


tn view of the considerable changes and restructur- 
ing of the labour market, the technological changes 
taking place in the information industry and the re- 
sultant cost savings that can be made from these 
technological changes, the ABS has concluded that a 
major review of the methodology of the survey and 
its processing is now warranted. 


The major changes planned are: 
a redesigned LFS questionnaire 
a redesigned survey sample 
the introduction of telephone interviewing 


the introduction of computer assisted 
interviewing 


The first of the changes to be implemented will be 
telephone interviewing, which is scheduied to be 
phased in from July 1996. Subject to the successful 
completion of development work, computer assisted 
interviewing and the redesigned questionnaire will 
be introduced in late 1997. Also at this time, a new 
sample design will be implemented and a fresh sam- 
ple selected. 


This article describes each of these changes, and in- 
chides a discussion of their possible impact on la- 
bour force estimates. 


The Labour Force Survey at present 


The LFS is conducted each month as part of the 
Monthly Population Survey (MPS). The survey sam- 
ple covers some 30,000 dwellings ic. private resi- 
dences, hotel/motels, nursing homes, etc., selected 
throughout Australia, and is representative of the ci- 
vilian resident population. Each month the MPS coi- 
lects demographic and labour force information 
about all persons aged 15 years and over in selected 
dwellings. In most months, supplementary surveys 
are also included in the MPS. Different supplemen- 
tary surveys are conducted throughout the year, cov- 
ering particular aspects of the labour market or 
other topics. 


The LFS is conducted in the fortnight commencing 
on the Monday falling berween the 6th and the 12th 
of each month. Questions are predominantly asked 
in relation to the week preceding the interview 
week. This is the reference week of the survey. 


Households stay in the survey for eight consecutive 
months, Each month one eighth of the sample is re- 
placed by new households. Interviews are usually 
conducted at the respondents homes by trained ABS 
interviewers using a paper and pencil questionnaire. 


While survey information is collected for all usual 
residents of the selected household, interviewers 
generally obtain the information from one responsi- 
ble adult of the household (known as proxy respon- 
dent methodology). 


Further details on the current LFS are contained in 
the Explanatory Notes in the back of The Labour 
Force, Australia 6204.0. 


Telephone Interviewing 


Telephone interviewing is a well accepted survey 
methodology, used in many countries for the collec- 
tion of labour force statistics. In the USA, telephone 
interviewing has been used in the Current Popula- 
tion Survey since 1954. Canada commenced tele- 
phone interviewing in the Labour Force Survey in 
1973; the UK in 1984. Telephone interviewing has 
proven to be an effective and reliable means of data 
collection, which can deliver productivity improve- 
ments without loss of data quality and timeliness. 


Procedures for conducting telephone interviewing 
are nearing finalisation. A program of development 
and testing that will establish the best operational 
application of the methodology is currently under- 
way. Some of the broad elements of the anticipated 
approach to be adopted are described below. 


In the first month in which selected dwellings are in- 
cluded in the LFS, ABS interviewers will visit the 
households to conduct face to face interviews, as is 
done at the present. This approach provides the 
best method of obtaining the correct telephone con- 
tact number for interviews in the second to eighth 
months and for maintaining survey response rates. A 
number of studies have shown that cold contact tele- 
phone interviewing can result in lower survey re- 
sponse rates’. 


In general, for second and subsequent months, in- 
terviews will be conducted by telephone. Excep- 
tions to this practice may occur for a number of 
reasons. Some 6% of Australian households are 
without a telephone’. For these households, an ABS 
interviewer will continue to visit the dwelling to 
conduct the survey. Where problems may exist in 
conducting an interview by telephone e.g. due to 
hearing or language difficulties or where a respon- 
dent declines a telephone interview, face to face in- 
terviews will also continue. When telephone 
interviewing is fully implemented it is expected that 
only about 30% of interviews each month will be 
conducted face to face. 


Telephone interviewing will be conducted by ABS 
interviewers calling from their own homes. If inter- 
viewers have been unsuccessful in making telephone 
contact they will visit the dwelling during the week 
to conduct a face to face interview. 


Telephone interviewing will mecessitate some 
changes to the way interviews are currently con- 
ducted. Many of the supplementary surveys con- 
ducted as part of the MPS use prompt cards to assist 
the respondent in answering particular questions. 


As prompt cards cannot be provided to respondents 
during telephone interviews, procedures are being 
developed to convert these questions to a format ap- 
propriate for delivery over the telephone. Overseas 
research has shown that telephone interviewing can 
increase the time required to conduct an interview, 
and that interviewers need to use different tech- 
niques to face to face interviews to ensure the inter- 
view runs smoothly. Training of interviewers is 
recognised by the ABS as an essential element in en- 
suring a smooth transition to the new methodology 
and will, therefore, be given a high priority in the 
lead up to implementation. 


Telephone interviews will be conducted initially us- 
ing the current paper and pencil questionnaire, 
pending the proposed introduction of compurer as- 
sisted interviewing in late 1997. 


Computer Assisted Interviewing 


Computer Assisted Interviewing (CAI) refers to use 
of computers to record survey responses during the 
conduct of the survey interview. This methodology 
has developed over recent years with the emergence 
of portable computers and development of suitable 
data collection software. Many leading statistical 
agencies around the world are now employing CAI 
in the collection of household survey data. 


CAI offers several benefits. Data quality can be im- 
proved in a number of ways. Interviewers are di- 
rected automatically by the computer to the next 
relevant question, eliminating any sequencing er- 
rors. Some editing of responses can be done during 
the interview, allowing queries to be resolved di- 
rectly and immediately by the respondent. Introduc- 
ing questioning based on responses given in 
previous interviews, known as dependent interview- 
ing, can provide greater consistency and accuracy of 
data over time, and lead to improved respondent 
co-operation. 


Automation of the survey questionnaire allows for 
more complicated sequencing, and enhances the ca- 
pacity to tatlor questions within an interview using 
information already given. The result is a more effi- 
cient survey, which produces better quality data. 


Timeliness of survey processing can also be im- 
proved, as data is available in electronic form at the 
end of the interview. Time spent on handling paper 
forms and entering data into the office computing 
system is eliminated, leading to some cost savings. 
Currently, labour force data are produced in a very 
timely manner, and CAI is likely to provide only mar- 
ginal gains. As a result, current release times will be 
retained after CAI and the accompanying changes 
are introduced. 


Interviewers will be equipped with laptop comput- 
ers to conduct CAI interviews. These computers are 
lightweight and portable, and can be readily setup 
for personal interviewing. Interviewers will also use 
these computers for telephone interviews. Again the 
ABS will give priority to fully training interviewers in 
the use of these computers in collecting data and 
managing their interview workloads. In making this 
change, particular emphasis will be given to heaith 
anc safery issues. 


The ABS has been able to draw on the experience 
and developments of a number of other countries. 
Specialised software, suitable for use in large official 
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statistical programs, has been developed by the 
Netherlands Central Bureau of Statistics. This soft- 
ware, known as BLAISE, will be used by the ABS fdr 
most CAL applications it undertakes. 


Data will be transferred from interviewers homes to 
ABS offices via modems. This will involve the use of 
encryption and security software, thereby ensuring 
that the ABS5s strict policy of security and confidenti- 
ality of data is fully maintained. 


Further development and testing is required prior to 
finalising procedures for the introduction of CAI in 
the MPS, Subject to the successful completion of 
199 testing program CAI will be introduced in late 
1997, 


Redesigning the LFS Questionnaire 


As mentioned above, the current LFS questionnaire 
has been in use since the late 1970s. While the ques- 
tionnaire continues to provide a wide range of rele- 
vant labour force information, the ABS believes that 
the questionnaire could better measure contempo- 
rary Jabour force characteristics. 


Some aspects of the labour market are now more 
prominent than when the current questionnaire was 
designed. Examples of this are the increase in the 
number and types of non-standard work arrange- 
ments, and the increasing importance of part-time 
work. From time to time the ABS has received re- 
quests for additional data items to be added to the 
survey. Developments in international labour statis- 
tics standards and practices have also indicated that 
some of the current data items should be reviewed. 


There are a number of practical problems and ineffi- 
ciencies which interviewers and respondents cur- 
rently have to deal with during the interview. 
Respondents are often irritated by the repetition of 
questions from month to month. The elderly are 
sometimes inconvenienced by the number of gener- 
alised questions they need to answer to complete 
the questionnaire. 


Finally, as indicated above, the introduction of com- 
puterised data collection provides an opportunity to 
improve data quality and to use the time available 
for the interview more efficiently. These efficiency 
gains may provide scope to increase the amount of 
data collected. 


The ABS has consulted widely with those who use la- 
bour force statistics about possible changes to the 
survey questionnaire. Throughout the development 
of the new questionnaire consultation will continue. 
It is planned to finalise the questionnaire by late 
1996. More information will be provided, at that 
time, on content and methodological changes, and 
how time series of data are likely to be affected. 


The new questionnaire will go through extensive 
testing before its introduction. Pilot testing of ques- 
tion changes has already commenced, using CAI and 
telephone interviewing. A number of techniques 
will be used to verify the effectiveness of changes. 
Pilot test data will be analysed, interviewers will be 
debriefed after each test, interviews will be observed 
by ABS staff on the questionnaire redesign team, and 
respondents will be asked followup questions to 
check their comprehension of questions and the ac- 
curacy of their responses. 


Redesign of the Survey Sample 


The MPS sample is redesigned every five years, fol- 
lowing each Population Census. The next redesign, 
following the 1996 Census, will consider the ramifi- 
cation of the introduction of telephone interviewing 
and CAL 


Households selected for interview in the MPS are 
drawn from a multi-stage stratified area sample. The 
last stage of selection is typically that of seven or 
eight households from within a selected block, com- 
prising forty to fifty dwellings in urban areas. The 
degree of clustering of selected dwellings is a func- 
tion of the cast structure of the survey, and the ex- 
pected effect of clustering the sample on the 
reliability (sampling error} of the estimates. 


The introduction of telephone interviewing and CAI 
will lead to a reduction of travel time and a possibile 
increase in the time required for conducting an in- 
terview. These and other changes in the cost struc- 
ture of the survey will necessitate a redesign of the 
sample in order to improve the efficiency of the 
survey. 


What will be the impact of the changes on 
labour force data? 


The planned changes to the LFS have been designed 
to maximise the comparability of time series for ma- 
jor (or core) labour force variables produced by the 
old and new methodologies. The ABS is confident 
that no perceptible breaks in series will result for 
these items. However, the redesign will inevitably 
result in some changes to non-core items. In a num- 
ber of instances where new data series are heing 
produced it will be possible to also continue old se- 
ries ifa user requirement exists. 


The ABS has drawn on the experience of a number 
of other statistical agencies that have successfully in- 
troduced both telephone and computer assisted in- 
terviewing. Much has been written about the impact 
of telephone interviewing. It is clear that differences 
in data can exist for some surveys using open ended 
and sensitive questions. For relatively short surveys 
employing straightforward questions, the differences 
have been shown to be minimal. Tests in Canada 
and the UK have shown that telephone interviewing 
does not have detrimental effect on key labour force 
data*. Testing carried out by the ABS in the late 
1980s confirmed this view. 


Research, particularly in the US, has shown that the 
quality of data from CAI interviews is as good as, if 
not better than, that from paper and pencil 
interviews’. The successful implementation of the 
technique by a number of other official statistical 
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agencies has confirmed this and also indicated that 
the impact of the change can be minimised. The 
most instructive of these is the experience of 
Statistics Canada which introduced CAI to its Labour 
Force Survey in 1993, in isolation from other major 
changes. Tests conducted as part of their develop- 
ment lead to the conclusion that the change from 
PAPI (paper and pencil interview) to CAL does not 
have a statistically significant impact on the labour 
force series, ...", 


The conclusion drawn from overseas experience, 
and from the ABSs own testing, is that in order to in- 
troduce change effectively, substantial effort needs 
to be devoted to ensuring interviewers are fully 
trained and familiar with new methodologies before 
they are introduced. 


The ABS will inform users of labour force statistics 
what may be expected to occur with the data when 
the changes are made. This information will be pro- 
vided well in advance of the introduction of the 


changes,
